The Christmas candle this year 


bums bravely in a world wrapped 
with gloom. 


We have it to be thankful for that 


there is no formal declaration of 
war; but there is an uneasy mark- 
ing of time in Korea, outrageous 
events elsewhere provoke anger in 
democratic hearts — and in truth 
there is little peace on earth this 
Christmas-tide. 


The tragedy of the world louchcs 


us immediately here in Arkansas. 
Govcrnmonlal pirates in Hungary 
seized, tried, and convicted, for 
"border 
violations," four United 


States airmen who were forced to 
land in that country because of a 
storm — and one of them, Sgt. 
James Albert Elam, 20, is from 
Kingsland, Ark. 
The Hungarian 


pirates are demanding $120,000 ran- 
som for the four, cither that or 
three months in prison — not a 
message calculated 
to 
promote 


peace this Shristmas Eve. 


The nation's business is world- 


wide in these troubled limes, and 
casualties are not confined to actu- 
al shooting. 
There was an air- 


liner crash in Iran which struck 
home to you and mo because it 
killed a noted Hempstcad county 
man — Dr. Henry G. Bennett. 


Dr. Bennett, director of Presi- 


dent Truman's Point Four aid pro- 
gram to help the under-developed 
countries of the earth, his wife, and 
12 others died when a four-engine 
ship of the Egyptian Misr airline 
crashed into a mountain just north 
o fthe Iranian capital, Tehran, in 
a snowstorm. Dr. Bennett was due 
in the capital for a five-day con- 
ference on the affairs of ancient 
Persia, a strategic outpost of the 
Christian-Moslem world in its duel 
with Communism. 


Another

Mitchell of Fort Smith, on Dr. 
Bennett's staff, was among the vie 
tirns. 
And waiting in Tehran foi 


the folks who never got there was 
still another from our state, U. S 
Ambassador Loy E. Henderson of 
Rogers. 


These are tragic and nerve-try- 


ing events, calculated to stir the 
stoutest of hearts as peace-seeking 
America sets the stage for anothei 
Christmas observance. 


But at least most of the natioi 


is at home this Christmas-time; bj 
comparison it is a happier day thai 
those very grim ones of a few years 
ago — and we hope and pray tha 
these lowering skies of the cnc 
of 1951 may 
mark that darkcs

The boy, Hem 
Gulley, was an invalid and unab 
to walk. While he was alone, h 
mother's home caught fire and he 
perished. 


Saturday night two Negroes, Roo- 


sevelt Ward, 41, and Nettie Harp- 
er, 40, were killed when their au- 
tomobile and a freight train col- 
lied near Texarkana. 


Earlier Saturday two other per- 


sons died in unrelated traffic ac- 
cidents and another man died of 
burns suffered last Thursday.
